The Peculiar Case of the Man Who 


Finally Changed 'His Denomination, 


Chaplain J. A.! 'jlajian, Twelfth In- 


fantry, now on duty in the Philippines 
but formerly at Plttsburg Barracks, 
and well known ih'Poughkoepslo.aud 
vicinity, has emerged from his pecul- 
iar difficulties,' and the retention of 
his commission Is assured. .Chaplain 
Dallam was appointed rfom the Epis- 
copal church in 190-1.

Park. Prom early 
morning, when 


workmen on the way to the scene of 
their labors stopped to Inquire con- 
cerning the. King's .condition from the 
police at the palace gates, the throng 
increased steadily until the police 
were compelled to keep the crowds 
moving. 


Only officials were admitted to the 


palace precincts. So absorbed were 
the people In his majesty's illness 
that the arrival of the 
Prince of 


1 Wales attracted practically no atten- 


tion. Early in the afternoon the mem- 
bers , of the'4eUp1omatic corps called 
and signed the visitors book, as did 
many other prominent 
personages. 


All left the palace betraying by their 
expressions the fears 
entertained. 


"Very bad," sand the Archbishop or 
Canterbury with. a solemn shake or 
his head as he emerged from the pal- 
ace gate and was questioned regarding 
his majesty's condition. 
The King's 


age and corpulence 
and the 
well- 


known, weakness of the heart which 
has -. resulted in several attacks re- 
sembling vertigo during the past two 
or three years and which were attri- 
buted to the constant smoking of 
strong cigars, all Having served to 
weaken his power of resistance to dis- 
ease.

Long before the time set for the 


promised bulletin the crowd remained 
in front of the palace, hoping against 
hope for some favorable news. 


At 6,18 the bulletin was Issued, stat- 


ing that "The King's 
symptoms be- 


came worse during the day and His 
MaJ:°:y'g condition is now critical." 


That the king realized that the end 


was near was evident from the re- 
mark he made during a waking Inter- 
val, late in the afternoon.

"Well, it is all over, hut I think 1 


have done my duty." 


Tne Prince or wales nucceeoea to 


the crown Immediately, according to 
the laws of the.kingdom, without of- 
ficial ceremony.

KING EDWARD'S CAREER 


Champion of Humanity, promotor of 


World'* ' Peace, and Staunch and 
Consistent. Friend of America 
King Bdward was born at Bucking- 


ham palace, Nov. 9, 1841, the eldest 
eon of Victoria and Albert. He start- 
ed out In life named only Abort Ed- 
ward. 
Less'than a month after his 


birth he was by-patent created Prlnco 
of Wales and Earl of' Chester. . To 
these, titles afterward were added a 
score or so others. 


He was educated on lines laid down 


by the prince.consort. Bong a Ger- 
man, 
the consort, was at. times In 


danger of oveiveducatin^ 
his 
son. 


First ho,studied under private tutors. 
Ho:later stualed for a time at Edln- 
Burgh; later at. Christ Church, 6x- 
ford, and also at Cambridge. 


Theii followed a period of travel In 


Europe and 'the east, followed by a 
trip to Canada and the United States 
in IS&a. 
This latter tour waa un- 


dertaken under the guidance of the 
Duke of Newcastle at the Instance of 
the prince consort, who did not al- 
together approve.of the sort of life 
the heir to the throne was living at 
home. 


In America he was enthusiastically 


received; In fact, the tour, was a te^- 
umphunt one for the youth. 
Elabor- 


ate receptions were held In Canada 
and the United States as well. Presi- 
dent Buchanan and his official family 
made him more'than welcome. 
Like 


courtesies extended everywhere fur- 
nished the foundation for the liking 
he has always had for America and 
Americans.

Married to Danish'Princess 


After this tour, lie-visited Germany, 


Italy and tl)e Holy Land, in 1862. Tha 
following j'ear he was married 
to 


Alexandra, eldest daughter of Chris- 
tian IX, King of Denmark. The year 
following his marriage the prince vis- 
ited Denmark, Sweden and 
Russia.

ily, is at Suez, hastening home from 
Africa. 
The king's daughter, Queen 


Maud of Norway, will start for Eng- 
land today. 


The intelligence that the 
end of 


King Edward's reign had come -was 
not a surprise at the last. The peo- 
ple had been expeUlng to hear it at 
any hbur since the evening's bulletin 
was posted at Buckingham palace and 
flashed throughout the kingdom.- The 
capital received it''without exqdlte- 
ment, but sadly, for the king with 
his own people was unquestionably 
one of the most popular rulers,1 in tho 
world. They regarded him as one of 
the strongest forces mailing for the 
stability o| the ppace of the' empire., 


^Vithin'_a fe^ 
minutes after 
the 


death of the king, the, home office was 
telegraphing the Intelligence to the 
Aeads of other governments and tho 
British 'diplomats and colonial, offices 
throughout the world. 


All who knew the king anticipated 


that his death would be sudflen, and 
It would not have occasioned great 
surprise If it had occurred ' without 
warning at some social function, as a 
result of heart trouble,. Almost lo 
yi$ end b» refused to UUe to hjs bed, 


QUEEJI ALEXANDflA. 


Six children were born to King Ed- 


ward, three of whom are still living, 
the eldest and heir,to the throne be- 
ing George Frederick Ernest Albert; 
Duke of York and father of four chil- 
dren, three sons and a daughter. 
Other living cbildren of the late king 
are the Duchess of Fife, Maud, Queen 
of King Haakon of Norway, and Vic- 
toria, Qnnen of Spain, Is his niece. 


As roXl marriages-go, that of the 


late king was a h'nppy one. Anent the 
marriage of King Edward, it was not 
without romance.

As tho Prince of Waled, Edward VII 


had a host of friends.,- Frank, loyal 
and warm-hearted he always was.-Ife 
was,.typically the "good fellow," but 
lie was a stickler, for the prerogatives 
his relation to, tha throne demanded. 
He always Insisted' .upon being ad- 
dressed as Sir and his friends remem- 
bered noyer to speak Until he first ad- 
dressed them, and no subject was dis- 
cussed that was not suggested by him. 


He loved Paris. This caused no end 


of concern .to those whose duty It was 
to guard him. He was fond of giv- 
ing the slip to tba detectives and hur- 
'rying across .the channel, a,nd when 
his fiight was discovered, the French 
police., as well. 93, the English, were 
le'd a merry, q.ha.'-o... 


, .Felt Pulse of His.People 


He preferred a ihired. coach to a 


royal equippagb and often managed 
to indulge this whim. Many times he 
strolled through (he streets with the 
same freedom as an. ordinary work- 
man listeSing to the talk of the peo- 
ple—feeling the .pulse of the men and 
women who were to became his sub-, 
Jects. It was this thorough, knowledge 
of the people that made him the great 
king that 1* was. 


King Edward for years had .much to 


do with setting fashions for men. He 
was a lover of simplicity,'-which, led 
to the introduction by him of the 
single-breasted frock coat for even- 
ing. This ,was his first failure. Hir 
military and public engagements^de- 
manded that he have a great ward- 
robe, the same as his nephew, Em- 
peror Wilhelm of Germany. 


Kept His Kingdom Clean 


But all his light-hearted mannei 


disappeared and this seeming'easy- 
going disposition faded away when he 
was crowned king. His first speech, 
uttered sooa after the coronation, it 
now a matterjOf history, but It Is fit- 
ting that it should be repeated in con- 
nection with this article, for in it King 
Edward outlined a policy from which 
he never deviated as touch as a hair- 
breadth.

: 


"In undertaking the 
heavy 
loao 


which now devolves upon me," Bald 
the king, "f am fully determined tc 
be a constitutional, sovereign In the 
strictest sense of the word, and at 
long as there is breath in my body tc 
work for the good and amelioration of 
my people." 


This "he did. He avoided trouble. 


He kept his kingdom clean, and, while 
there may have been colonial ques- 
tions from time to time, they were 
problems tnat are simply incident tc 
the course of events in a great em- 
pire. 
The business of Great Britair 


anil Ireland is not the business of rv 
concern, nor of two or three smal.' 
countries. 


Tact, the simple name of diplom- 


acy, may have won for King Edward 
the love of his people which now 
plunges them into a deep mourning o' 
the.heart, but it was only the taci 
of an intensely human soul—genuine" 
in its.love of peace and fellowship.'11 
was only this that could have made the 
victory so complete and enduring.
